HONGKONG'S NEW GOVERNOR 


FAREWELL PUBLIC DINNER IN 
OFYLON. . / 


The Hon. Mr, R. EB. Stubbs, C.M G., 
Governor: of Hongkong, who left Ccy~ 
lon for Hom on April i0th, was 
“wined and dined’ by na representative 
gathering at the Uallg Face Hot, 
Colombo, on March 20th. H.E. the Uov- 
ernor, Brigadier-General.Gir W. H. Man. 
ning, prosided, and covers were Jaidtfor 
over 100. Alter the tonsta of the King 
and the Governor had been drunk, the 
Hon. Mr. Ponnambalam Ramanathan, 
K.C., U.M.G., Educated Ceyloneso mem- 
ber of the Ceylon Legislative Council, 
proposed the toast of the evening. 

Mr, Ramanathan said: —We as- 
sembled here to night not only te mani- 
fest. our regard for Mr. Stubbs for the 
xix years’ of public and social service 
which he h., done to the peoples of 
Ceylon, but also to congratulate him on 
his well-merited promotion as Gov- 


ernor of Hongkong, and to wish him long 
life, prosperity and success in his new 
sphere of work. 

It must be gratifying to him to sec that 
of those who are gathered around this 
table the vast majorily--moroe than three- 
fourths—are Cey!ones: gentlemen of light 
and leading. Al! the Unofficial] Membors 
of tho Legislative Council, and the chiefs 
of our Banking, Commercial, and Agricul- 
tural Associations and other Europeans 
and Ceylonese of high position are here to 
acknowledge hie integrity and devotion 
to duty and to wish him God-speed. It 
would ‘have delighted us- to have had the 
company of that section of able ond 
carnest men of the Ceylon Electorate who 
think ‘that their participation in to- 
night’s ‘function may weaken the cause: 
they have at heart. 

‘Yn a Crown Colony like Ceylon, 

THE GOVERNOR: 18 REALLY THE GOVERNMENT, 
for though the Governor is bound to 
consult Executive Council in all mat- 
ters of itfportance, he is free to act in 
oppreition to such advice, and even in 
this case he is entiticd to the obedience 
of all the officers of the Executive Coun- 
cil. Furthermore, according to their oath 
cf office, they are not at fiberty to dis- 
close anything that has occurred in the 
Council. Therefore no one outside it 
ean know what opinion any member of 
the Executive Council has offered to the 
Governor, ° 'Fhough the Governor sum- 
mons and presides over the Executive 
Council, he is not of it. He is thus free 
to declare, to the public his policy and 
the reasons which necessitated it. As 
Colonial Secretary, Mr. Stubbs had to 
be the obedient servant and the mouth- 
piece of the Governor: . 


‘Our observation of Mr. Stubbs is that 
he is perfectly straight and frank. In 
manner end speech abrupt, he has no 
time for misleading phrases. He has 
admitted in Council that he himself aod 
ather officers off the Government have 
made mistakes. Not ashamed of mistakes 
in the honest discharge of his duties, he 
does not resort to the shifta of those who 
believe that they are always wine or try 
to leave that impression on others. 

Mr, Stubbs, wo believe, belongs to the 
order of quiet rulers, whose chief oim 
is to make people comfortable and 
carry them along with him gently, as 
far as they would wiltingly go. He 
has not posed as an. all-knowing man. 
Wo have not seen in him the vice of being 
too sure of his ground in a country thal 
is ful of new perspectives 20 different 
from those he knows in England. He 
hes not taken the savings or surplus 
funds of the people and wasted them, as 
previous rulers have done, on schemes 
which have little to do with the improve- 
ment’ of the people. They should be cared 
for before all others. “They should be 
the first to be well fed, clad, housed and 
taught. . ‘ 

Our Gracious Soverei 
has brought home to us 
that the King of a country is the first 
servant of the people, If the moneys 
that should be spent on their ameliora- 
tion in the first instance: be spent on in- 
creasing the salaries of their servants, on 
building houses for them to live ‘in bet- 
ter comfort and style than citizens of 
average comMpatence, and on expensive 
works Jike the Colombo Lake Channel 
scheme, new asylums for the mad and so 
on, there will be little left for the direct. 
betterment of the people. 

We think that Mr. Stubbs’ career in 
life is destined to make him better and 
wiser every year. He may well thank 
his stars—be grateful_ to God—for his 
enflesbment in tho loins of a father who 
was es inteHectual as he was spiritual— 
for his birth in England, which stands 
for freedom, equality of all men and 
uplift of the fallen—for his training in 
one of the greatest seats of learning, Ox- 
ford itself, famoua for its course of 
humanities—for seeing in tho Colleges of 
the West the evils of irreverence, flip- 
pancy and matorialism for entering 
the severe discipline of the office 
M.’s Imperial Minister in charge 
of all tho Colonies—for his travels to 
Eastern and Western countrics on official 
duty—and lastly, for tho six years . of 
sojourn and hard work in this lovely 
Teland, whoee very atmosphere is steeped 
in philosophy and gentleness.

BRILISH ARMIES’ DEBT TO 
JHE EMPIRE. 


STIRRING DESPATCH BY SIR 
DOUGLAS HAIG. 


Lonpon, April 10th. 
Sir Douglas Haig, in a despatch dated 
‘March wlst, describes the advance of the 
British .forees into Germany and the 
occupation of the Cologne bridgehead. 


He briefly reviews the chief features of 
military interest jn the operations of the 
British Armies on the West Frond during 
thé time he commanded them, and thanks 
those able and gallant officers who assisted 
him in the task. 


Dealing with the new Armies, Bir 
Douglas Haig says that the whole Empiro 
may be proud of the achievement of 
building up successfully, in the very 
midst. of war, great new armies on, more 
than the continental scale, capable of 
beating the best troops of the strongest | 
military ‘nation before the war. 

That we were able to accomplish this 
stupendous task was due partly to the 
loyalty and devotion of) our Allies, 
the splendid work of the Navy, 
mainly’to the wonderful spirit of 


ang 
but 
the 
British race everywhere in the world. 

At the outsct, lack of instinctive dis- 
cipline placed our*new troops at a dis- 
advantage, but during the last two years 
the discipline of ali ranks of the new 
Armies, from whatever part of the Empire 
they came, was excellent. 

The Universities and Public Schools of 
the Empire had again proved that they 
were ‘in tho formation: of 
character, which is the root’ of discipline. 

Not, that the Universities and Public 
Schools enjoyed the monopoly of the quali- 
ties of making good officers. The life of 
the British Empire had generally proved 
sound under the severest tests, and while 
giving the men whom it was an honour 
for any officer to command, it furnished 
officers of the highestystendard from al} 
ranks of society and all quarters of the 


unrivalled 


world, 

Promotion had been entirely by merit. 
Tho highest appointments were open to 
the humblest, provided they had the 
necessary qualifications of character, skill 
and knowledge. 

Many instances could be quoted of men 
who from civil or comporatively humblo 
ocoupotions had risen to important Com- 
mands, For example, a schoolmaster, 2 | 
lawyer, 8 taxj-cab driver, and an ox- 
Sergeant Major had each commanded 
Brigades, while an editor bee commanded 
a Division.

which honoured the word of God, and 
he was a man who loved to worship God. 
They sympathised withshis mother and 
they respected his memory, The grain of 
wheat that fell inlo the ground and died 
would not be unfruitful in our nation.
